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shows the new aluminium fully-supported roof of St. Mary’s church, Adderbury, 

Oxfordshire. Two tons of aluminium, covering about 7,000 square feet in all, replaced 

204 tons of lead that had deteriorated with age, and the total cost of the new in- 

stallation was about 15 per cent. less than the price at which the old lead was sold as 

scrap. Several other churches of the same district have been re-roofed in aluminium in 
recent years.

Further Rise in United Kingdom 
Exports in Second Quarter of 1956 


NITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in June were valued at £276-1 million, a little below the record 
Us el of May but higher than in any other previous month. The latest figure thus maintained 

the rise in exports this year at a faster underlying rate than during 1955 or indeed in any year 
since 1951, As in May, the June figures benefited from the inclusion of a large value for the delivery 
of completed ships to overseas purchasers. The total in the ships and boats division of the Trade 
Accounts in June was £16-2 million, against {12-5 million (including the ‘Empress of Britain’) 
in May and a monthly average of £4} million in 1955. Most other classes of exports were rather 
lower than in May, but shipments of cars continued to show some recovery from the decline in 
the latter part of 1955 and the first quarter of 1956, and aircraft exports were again at a high level. 

The June figure brought the total value of exports for the second quarter of 1956 to over £815 
million, £40 million, or over 5 per cent., more than in the first quarter. Of this sharp quarter-to- 
quarter increase, about £6} million represented repayments of silver bullion to the United States 
which began in April. A further £22 million was accounted for by ships and boats which rose from 
{£12 million to £34 million; the export account in the second quarter therefore benefited considerably 
from the bringing to completion of work against export orders which must actually have been spread 
over a much longer period. 

For the first half of 1956 as a whole the value of exports, £1,591 million, was 14 per cent. greater 
than in the corresponding * amery of 1955. In the first half of 1955 however shipments were severely 
affected and on balance re d by strikes, the delays caused in May and June more than 
the shipments carried over into the earlier months of 1955 as a result of the October 1954 dock strike. 
Making allowance for this and also discounting the special item of silver bullion repayments beginning 
in April 1956, the underlying rise in value between the two half-year periods was probably about 
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10 per cent., and in volume about 6 per cent. Export prices between 
the periods rose by 4 per cent. 


This underlying increase in volume represents some acceleration 
on the annual rate of increase of about 5 per cent. which prevailed 
during 1954 and 1955 without any apparently serious deviations, 
although the actual month-to-month figures were of course severely 
distorted by the strikes. The higher rate of expansion so far this year 
has been achieved despite a fall in car exports, a continuation of the 
decline in cotton textiles, and little more than maintenance of last 
year’s level in textiles other than cotton and in consumer durable 
goods other than cars. The bulk of the expansion has been in capital 
goods, with very big increases in exports of aircraft and ships and 
substantial increases over a wide range of machinery and electrical 
equipment. Commercial vehicle exports (including chassis) have not 
increased much in numbers, but in total value they are substantially 
higher. Exports of chemicals have increased moderately — by rather 
less than the overall rise. Steel exports have risen, particularly in the 
second quarter, and semi-manufactures of non-ferrous metals are 
also well up. Exports of petroleum products have risen again after 
being at a lower level in 1955.

Imports in June rose to £339-9 million after having been steady 
at about or just under £330 million in the three previous months. 
The main contribution to this increase came from cereals, timber, 
woodpulp, petroleum and non-ferrous metals. The downturn in 
steel imports which occurred in May was continued in June, and 
there was also a further sharp fall in rubber imports. In the case of 
both cereals and non-ferrous metals, imports in recent months had 
appeared to be on the low side, so that some increase was not very 
surprising. Timber and woodpulp imports usually rise at this time 
of the year, but the increase in June was particularly sharp and was 
probably partly due to the delays caused by severe weather earlier 
in the year. Imports from Australia at £25 million were also at their 
highest level since January and may well have included an element of 
‘catching-up’ on the goods delayed by the dock strike there in 
January-February. 

In the first half of 1956 the total value of imports was {£1,977 
million, nearly 4 per cent. more than in the same period in 1955. 
Since imports were also affected by the strikes last year, although 
to a smaller extent than exports, the underlying increase in value 
between the periods was probably more like 2 per cent. and in 
volume about the same. Import prices were a little higher than in 
the first half of 1955, a small decline in prices in the food sector 
being more than balanced by rises for other categories of imports. 


The slackening in the growth of imports after the very substantial 
rise in 1955 over 1954, has been brought about by a lower volume 
of imports of many industrial materials (rubber and steel-making 
materials being the principal exceptions) and of coal, offset by a 
continued increase in imports of steel (although the rising trend has 
been reversed in the last two months), of petroleum, and of finished 
manufactures - both capital and consumer types. Timber imports 
have been very much lower, reflecting the change from a position 
of stockbuilding in 1955 to stock-run-down this year, as well as 
rather lower consumption. Non-ferrous metal imports have been 
kept down partly by Government trading-stock disposals. The increase 
in rubber imports has been to supply the re-export trade with Russia; 
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home consumption has actually fallen quite sharply this year. Food 
imports as a whole were little changed; the quantity of coarse grains 
and feeding stuffs and of cocoa fell, but this was offset by larger 
amounts of meat, dairy products and fruit and vegetables (including 
exceptional imports of old potatoes), 


Although re-exports, at £12-2 million in June, were lower than in 
the previous months of 1956, the total for the half year of over £80 
million was more than two-fifths greater than in the same period of 
1955. About six-sevenths of the rise this year has been in re-exports 
of rubber to the Soviet Union. Re-exports of non-ferrous metals 
have also increased sharply. 


The area pattern of trade in June showed an increase in imports 
compared with May of £10 million from the non-sterling world, of 
which nearly £8 million was from the dollar area, while imports 
from the sterling area rose by £1 million. The drop in total exports 
and re-exports from £297 million in May to £288 million in June 
was divided between the sterling markets (nearly £4 million less) 
and the non-sterling world (over £5 million less). Within the non- 
sterling total, however, there was a drop of nearly £13 million from 
the exceptionally high May level of shipments to the dollar area, 
but an increase of £8} million in shipments to O.E.E.C. countries, 
which continued the recent more favourable trend in our exports 
to this area. 


The visible trade deficit in June was £51-7 million, about £20 
million more than in May, but about the same as the average for the 
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first five months of the year. The total deficit for the half year of £305 
million was £150 million less than in the first half of 1955 and was 
at about the same level as the average rate of deficit for 1954. The 
reduction in the visible trade deficit has played a considerable «part 
in the improvement in the United Kingdom current balance of 
payments from a marginal surplus only in the first half of 1955 to 
a surplus at present estimated at not less than £100 million in the 
first half of 1956. 


A further article on the trade figures for the half-year will appear 
in the Board of Trade Journal on July 28.

Import and Export Prices in June 


AFTER REMAINING at 106 for the previous three months, the index 
of import prices returned to 105 (1954 average=100), the figure 
recorded at the beginning of the year. With a rise of one point to 
106 in the export price index the terms of trade — the ratio of import 
to export prices - moved down by two points to 99, the lowest figure 
since last July. 


Declines in some of the seasonally high prices for fresh fruit and 
vegetables were mainly responsible for the fall of one point to 102 
in the index for imported food, beverages and tobacco. The decrease 


of two points to 110 in the index for imported manufactured goods 
was caused by lower copper prices. 

The increase in the export price index was attributable mainly 
to a two-point rise, to 107, in the index for engineering products. 

These index numbers are constructed from average values calculated 
from the values and quantities recorded against selected headings 
in the monthly Trade and Navigation Accounts. The Board of Trade 
Journal of March 26, 1955, page 658, explains the method more 
fully and shows figures from January 1953 on the base 1954—100.

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Sterling Area Trade with Non-Sterling Countries: Prices, 
Terms of Trade & Volume Index Numbers in 1955 


THE VOLUME of sterling area imports from the non-sterling world 
increased by 18 per cent. in 1955 compared with 1954 and reached a 
post-war record. The main reasons for this increase were the demand 
for industrial materials and fuel for expanding industry in the United 
Kingdom, and the rising needs of the overseas sterling countries for 
manufactured goods to implement development programmes. In the 
same twelve months, the volume of exports of the sterling area has 
also shown a significant, but smaller, rate of expansion, with shipments 
to non-sterling currency areas 11 per cent. higher in volume than in 
1954. Up to the end of 1955 there was a deterioration in the terms of 
trade for sterling countries as a whole on account of higher import 
prices, and some weakness in export prices for primary commodities, 
especially textiles, cocoa and tea. 

These important changes in sterling area trade with the rest of the 
world are shown in the index numbers of volume, price and terms of 
trade in Tables I and II below. Annual and quarterly index numbers 
have been computed up to the end of last year and include some 
revisions to the figures for the first two quarters of 1955, previously 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on December 31, 1955. 


Price Movements 


The level of export prices of the trade of the sterling area as a whole 
with non-sterling countries in 1955 was unchanged from the annual 
averages of the two preceding years, but this covers significant dif- 
ferences in export price trends of the United Kingdom and the rest of 
the sterling area. Following a stable price level throughout 1953 and 
1954, exports from the United Kingdom to non-sterling countries 
increased in unit value by two or three per cent. by the end of last 
year. This increase was mainly caused by higher prices of coal, metals 
and engineering products. 

For the rest of the sterling area the unit value of exports to non- 
sterling countries was only slightly lower in 1955 than in 1954, but 
experienced a marked downward movement during 1955 owing to 
sharp falls in export prices of cocoa, tea, coffee and natural fibres. 
Cocoa showed the greatest decline, and in the second half of 1955 its 
export unit value was over 40 per cent. below the corresponding half 
of 1954, while tea and coffee prices showed smaller decreases. For 


wool, the most important export commodity of this area, merino 
prices have shown a downward trend from 1953 to the end of 1955 and 
the unit value of sterling wool was about 12 per cent. lower in 1955 
than in 1954. Prices of sterling exports of raw cotton slumped heavily 
towards the end of 1955 and for the year as a whole, the unit value 
averaged 15 per cent. less than in 1954. The sterling price of jute was 
maintained at the time of Pakistan’s devaluation of the rupee in 
August 1955, but prices were nevertheless lower in the second half of 
the year than in the first, and the 1955 average was slightly below that 
for 1954. Prices of jute goods also fell during 1955 and were affected 
by India’s removal of her export duty on jute goods shortly after 
Pakistan's devaluation. 

The biggest single factor influencing the earnings of the sterling 
area in 1955, however, was the boom in rubber prices which rose to a 
peak in the Autumn so that unit values were about 60 per cent. higher 
than in 1954. Prices of metals, especially copper, were also high in 
1955. 

For the United Kingdom, the unit value of non-sterling imports 
has risen steadily from late 1953, except for a slight fall in the third 
quarter of last year mainly attributable to reduced prices of food and 
tobacco. Compared with the previous year, average prices in the 
second half of 1955 were higher by more than two per cent. Increases 
were widespread among imports especially for metalliferous ores, 
wood, paper pulp and non-ferrous base metals. 

In the second half of last year prices of imports into the rest of the 
sterling area also continued the slight upward movement started in 
mid-1954. Purchases from the dollar area showed some rise in unit 
values but more important increases derived from the rising prices of 
goods imported from O.E.E.C. countries, and from the rising cost of 
rubber imported into Malaya from Indonesia. 


Terms of Trade 
The joint effect of rising costs of imports into both the United 
Kingdom and other sterling countries from the non-sterling world 
has been to bring the 1955 index of import prices for the combined 
sterling area two points above the 1954 average; the index has risen

steadily from mid-1954 to the last quarter of 1955. Even though the 
average level of export prices of the total sterling area in 1955 was 
unchanged from 1954 the quarterly figures show a tendency to fall 
during the year and a half from mid-1954 due largely to the downward 
trend in prices of wool, cotton, jute, tea, coffee and cocoa, These 
opposing trends of import and export prices together produced a 
worsening in the terms of trade (as defined in Table 1) for the whole 
sterling area and especially for the overseas sterling countries. The 
rise of three points (or six for the overseas sterling countries) from the 
second half of 1954 to the second half of 1955 represents an appreciable 
deterioration in the earning capacity of sterling area produce in terms 
of the goods which have to be purchased from non-sterling sources. 
In neither case was the position much worse than in early 1953, but 
the trend in the last quarter of 1955 was still probably adverse. The 
United Kingdom’s terms of trade with the non-sterling world showed 
little change between 1954 and 1955 and were improving in the 
second half of 1955. 


Volume of Trade 


Of the two parts of the sterling area, the United Kingdom ex- 
perienced a slightly greater increase in the volume of imports from 
non-sterling countries during 1955 — a 20 per cent. increase over 1954 
compared with 16 per cent. for the overseas sterling area. Allowing for 
seasonal variations and other factors such as dock strikes, it is evident 
that there has been a steady increase in the volume of sterling area 
imports each half year since the beginning of 1954. For the United 
Kingdom, increased supplies came from all non-sterling regions but 
particularly from the dollar area (a volume change of 30 per cent.) and 
from O.E.E.C. countries. Most types of produce were purchased in 
greater quantities but those in the classes ‘manufactured goods’ and 
‘mineral fuels and lubricants’ showed the greatest percentage rises. 


Overseas sterling countries also increased their imports from all 
non-sterling sources, the dollar area contributing about 15 per cent. 
increase over the 1954 average volume of trade, whilst O.E.E.C. 
countries supplied an extra 10 per cent. The rest of the world provided 
some 18 per cent. more goods for the rest of the sterling area than in 
1954, the largest part of this increase resulting from expanded imports 
from Japan, which increased by about one-third in volume. The 
increased volume of non-sterling supplies affected most of the colonies 
and other sterling countries. 


Both parts of the sterling area shared in the 11 per cent. increase 
in the volume of exports to non-sterling countries, but overseas 
sterling countries played the major part, their shipments exceeding 
the 1954 rate by nearly 15 per cent. by volume. Exports of most of the 
main sterling commodities increased in volume, the only major 
decline being for manganese. In the case 6f wool, cotton and (to a 
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smaller degree) jute there were substantial increases in the quantities 
exported in 1955 so that their earnings changed little or rose, ite 
reduced prices. There were also big increases in the volume of c ; 
sugar, wheat and jute goods exported to non-sterling countries, 

The rise in the volume of the United Kingdom exports to the 
non-sterling world was about 9 per cent. in 1955 compared with a 
rise of 6 per cent. in the volume of exports to other sterling countries. 
These figures exaggerate the increase owing to the dock strike towards 
the end of 1954 which resulted in some delay of shipments until the 
early part of last year. The volume of United Kingdom exports to the 
dollar area rose by 9 per cent. there being a much smaller increase for 
O.E.E.C. countries, but an expansion of the order of one-fifth for all 
other non-sterling countries. The increase affected a wide range of 
United Kingdom exports, especially manufactured food, beverages, 
cigarettes, metals, engineering products and wool manufactures; other 
textiles and clothing were among the few exceptions. 


Construction of Index Numbers 


The term ‘prices’ as used in this index means the unit values of 
various commodities or sectors of imports and exports as recorded in 
trade returns. The ‘price’ indices are weighted according to a fixed 
pattern of trade, that of 1953, for each commodity or sector, and the 
complementary volume index numbers are consequently currently 
weighted. The index numbers of export prices for the United Kingdom 
and the rest of the sterling area are calculated from trade statistics of 
the countries themselves and cover re-exports as well as domestic 
produce; the commodities actually used in the compilation for the 
rest of the sterling area cover just under twa-thirds of the exports from 
these countries in 1953. 

For imports, however, prices for some two-thirds of the trade are 
obtained from price indicators or the exports of the trading partners 
of these countries. This leads to slight differences in the timing of 
assumed import prices in the short period and hence the terms of 
trade and import volume index derived from them are distorted a 
little for the rest of the sterling area, and to a lesser degree for the 
sterling area as a whole. There are also problems of valuation — 
especially the omission of freight, but there would be valuation 
differences even if the index numbers were based wholly on the trade 
statistics of sterling countries. The volume index for the exports of 
the rest of the sterling area is based on value totals which exclude the 
exports of oil from Iraq and the Persian Gulf States. Other features of 
the index are discussed in previous articles published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on January 15 and December 11, 1955.

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E.C.G.D. Business in Second 
‘ Quarter of 1956 


THE EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT have issued 
details of their ‘commercial’ business (under Section 1 of the Export 
Guarantees Acts) in the second quarter of this year. The number of 
short-term policies current at the end of the second quarter of 1956 
was 3,980, compared with 3,959 at the beginning of the quarter, 
and 3,836 at the end of the corresponding quarter last year. 

The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the 
quarter was £480-0 million, compared with £489-0 million at the 
beginning of the quarter, and £477-5 million at the end of the corres- 
ponding quarter last year. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £23:2 million 
was transacted during the quarter, compared with {17:7 million 
in the previous quarter and {3-9 million in the corresponding quarter 
last year. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured 
business (including external trade) declared as shipped during the 
quarter amounted to £100-5 million, compared with £107-2 million 
in the previous quarter and £97-2 million in the corresponding 
quarter last year. j 

During the quarter ended June 30, 1956, the Department assumed 
liability : 

(a) Under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the 1951 and 1952 Acts), up to a maximum of 
£68,029,916 in respect of guarantees amounting to £119,734,352. 

(b) Under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the 1952 Act), up to a maximum of £5,010,289 
in respect of guarantees amounting to £8,126,813. 


E.P.U. Operations in June 


THE EUROPEAN PAYMENTS UNION settlement for the month of 
June disclosed a United Kingdom net deficit for the month of 
£9,243,571* (25,882,000 units of account equivalent to the United 
States dollar). This deficit has been settled as to 75 per cent. by a gold 
payment by the United Kingdom to the E.P.U., and as to 25 per cent. 
by the granting of credit to the United Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United 
Kingdom debt to E.P.U,:

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Industrial Organizations’ United 
Action for Price Restraint 


IN’ THEIR JOINT STATEMENT of July 12, the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce, the British Employers’ Confedera- 
tion, the Federation of British Industries and the National Union of 
Manufacturers announced that they were ‘united in recommending 
the following policy with regard to prices’: 

‘It appears to us that a moment has come when private industry can 
and should play a special part in defeating inflation. 

‘While the urgent need remains for resolute action in reducing public 
spending, the Government’s measures to stop inflationary pressure at its 
source, slow at first, appear now to be having some effect. e Boards of 
the nationalized industries, without whose co-operation private industry 
can do little, have announced measures to steady the prices of their products 
for substantial periods. We express the strong view that this is the time when 
private industry, in its own as well as the national interest, should do what 
is in its power to match these actions. 

‘General guarantees of price freezing are not possible when costs of 
materials may rise. Quotations for many manufactured products, unlike 
those for coal, power and transport, are made for deliveries months or 
years ahead. Nevertheless, this is a moment when an exceptional risk must 
be accepted, and we advocate and will support a policy of great restraint in 
a united effort to bring inflation to an end. 

‘Price restraint will not succeed unless the breathing space which it 
gives is used to bring down costs, The months immediately ahead will 
therefore have to be devoted with renewed vigour by all in industry to 
the pursuit of higher productivity and administrative economies.’ 


At the same time the British Employers’ Confederation issued the 
following statement on the related question of wages: 

‘The nation now has a real opportunity of freeing itself from constantly 
rising prices and the consequent fall in the purchasing power of money. 
Co-operation from all is needed or this opportunity will be lost. 

‘Steadiness in prices depends on steadiness in costs; and wages are a 
major element in costs. 

‘The greatest benefit to the community will come if the money in pay 
packets can be made to buy more. This can be done and greater pay packets 
can be earned but only by producing more goods at the same or lower 
costs.’ 

Sir Graham Hayman, President of the F.B.I., introduced both 
statements to a press conference at which he presided with Sir Norman 
Kipping, Director-General of the F.B.I.; Lord Rochdale (President) 
and Mr. C. F. V. Williams (Director) of the National Union of 
Manufacturers; Sir Colin Anderson (President) and Mr. George 
Pollock (Director) of the British Employers’ Confederation; and 
Mr. Frank Bower (Vice-President) and Mr. A. C. F. Hey (Deputy 
Secretary-General) of the A.B.C.C. 


Event ‘Unique in the Country’s Industrial Affairs’ 


Sir Graham said that these four organizations represented ‘pretty 
nearly every side and aspect of British commerce and industry.’ 
He believed their united action in this instance to be unique in the 
country’s industrial affairs. It reflected their determination not to 
allow an opportunity to slip by to defeat inflation, for they knew that 
if it were not defeated, all in industry - employers and workpeople 
alike - would suffer hardships far greater than any that were involved 
in arresting it. 

‘We think it is a time for accepting a calculated risk in order to 
help,’ Sir Graham added. ‘I hope that our united statement and 
recommendation will stand cn its own feet. It is plain and uncompli- 
cated. It expresses the belief that great restraint all round, coupled 
with renewed and intensive efforts to increase efficiency in all sides 
of industry — private or nationalized — will enable the needed economic 
readjustments to have a chance to be effective. 1 emphasize that the 
statement does not mention ‘freezing’ and it does not mention 
“stabilizing,” for neither of these is possible; but it does call for 
“great restraint’ and this is possible in all circumstances.’ 

Journalists asking questions at the press conference were told also 
that all members of each organization subscribing to the statement 


would receive an amplification and invitation to co-operate. Sir. 


Norman Kipping said that all those sitting with him at the conference 
were confident that the statement would evoke an ‘effective contribu- 
tion to the arrest of a disastrous inflationary process,’ A spokesman 
for each body indicated the measure of approval its executive had 
given to the statement: and Sir Norman added that it had the blessing 
of the Grand Council of the F.B.I. 
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Equipment Approved by C.S.A. 
for Import into Canada 


THE APPROVALS AGENCY operated by the British Standards 
Institution on behalf of the Canadian Standards Association have 
just published a second edition of their directory* of the 400/500 
United Kingdom manufacturers who hold ‘CSA Approval.’ ‘This 
approval means that the products can go straight into service in 
Canada without the risk of being returned to Britain for modification 
to meet local Canadian regulations. The annual value of British 
electrical exports to Canada exceeds £9 million, and as most of it is 
now CSA-approved in advance by B.S.I., this represents a service 
of very great value to exporters. ’ 

The new list is sectionalized by type of product, and gives the 
manufacturers’ names alphabetically, with the goods for which the 
have secured approval. In total, many thousands of items are listed. 
The names and addresses of the manufacturers’ Canadian repre- 
sentatives are also included. 

The list has been sent to all companies who hold CSA approval, 
to firms who use approved equipment as parts of their own products, 
and to trade organizations. In Canada the list has been circulated to 
the CSA Approvals Laboratories and to all the provincial Chief 
Electrical Inspectors; supplies have also been sent to all the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioners in Canada.

Two Ministry of Works Regional Offices 


to Close 


THE MINISTRY OF WORKS’ North Midland Regional Office at 
Nottingham will be closed on April 1, 1957, and the Northern 
Regional Office at Newcastle on June 1, 1957, in order to rearrange 
the Ministry’s regional and district organization more economically. 

The territory of the North Midland and Northern Regions will be 
divided between the Ministry’s Midland, North Western, and East 
and West Ridings Regions, and the last will be renamed North 
Eastern Region. Responsibility for work in Cumberland and West- 
morland will be transferred to the North Western Regional Office 
in Manchester. The rest of the work of the Northern Region and 
part of that of the North Midland Region, including the northern 
parts of Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire and Lincolnshire, will be 
transferred to the North Eastern Regional Office at Leeds. The rest 
of the work of the North Midland Region will be transferred to the 
Midland Regional Office at Birmingham. District Offices for the 
maintenance of Government buildings will remain in Nottingham 
and Newcastle but will be controlled by the Regional Directors at 
Birmingham and Leeds respectively. 


Purchase Tax on Pricket Candlesticks 


THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
liability to Purchase Tax of pricket candlesticks (i.e. those with a 
spike instead of a socket). After consultation with the Trade, it has 
been decided that the charge of 30 per cent. under Group 11(a) of 
the Tax Schedule must apply to pricket candlesticks other than those 
which, as is the case with socketed candlesticks, can be shown to be 
of a kind specialized for use in churches and similar religious estab- 
lishments. 
This decision will be effective from August 13. 
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Exports of Cotton Textiles to Burma and Indonesia 


AS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal on June 23 and 
July 7 the Government of the United Kingdom has entered into 
Agreements with the Governments of Burma and Indonesia for the 
supply to those countries of cotton textiles of United Kingdom 
manufacture for which payment will be received in the form of raw 
cotton from the United States to an equivalent value. The cotton 
will be made uvailable by the Government of the United States in 
accordance with its Agricultural Commodities Agreements with 
Burma and Indonesia under the United States Public Law 480. 

The United Kingdom-Burma Agreement covers cotton yarn 
and/or textiles to a total value of $2,625,000. The textiles which may 
be included comprise piece goods and other cotton manufactures 
of the kinds specified in the list at the foot of this notice. Any cotton 
yarn imported under the Agreement will be bought by the Civil 
Supplies Management Board, which has, however, not yet indicated 
how much, if any, it will be prepared to purchase. 

The United Kingdom-Indonesia Agreement covers cotton 
yarn, sewing thread and piece goods to a total value of $3 million, 
divided into $1 million for yarn and sewing thread and $2 million for 
piece goods. It is understood that the types of textiles which may be 
imported under these headings will be left to the choice of the 
importers, except that cambrics and gaberdines are specifically 
excluded. 

In the following paragraphs the expression ‘textiles’ is to be taken 
as including yarn, piece goods and other cotton manufactures. All 
the goods supplied must be of United Kingdom manufacture, which 
means that they must be spun, woven and finished in the United 
Kingdom, 

All transactions under the Agreements in both cotton textiles 
and raw cotton will be handled by private exporters and importers 
in the countries concerned (except in so far as any yarn may be 
imported by the Civil Supplies Management Board in Burma). 
But a special procedure is necessary because no cash payments will 
pass between importers and exporters: in Burma and Indonesia the 
money paid by importers for the textiles is placed in a special account 
in local currency in the name of the United States Government; in 
the United Kingdom the payments made by importers for the raw 
cotton are used to reimburse exporters for the value of the textiles 
which they have exported; and in the United States the raw cotton 
exporters are paid by the United States Government. The special 
payments arrangements in the United Kingdom which are necessary 
in order to ensure the balancing of the textile exports and the raw 
cotton imports, will be centralized through the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China. The detailed procedure which will apply 
to transactions under the Agreements is explained below. It is basically 
the same procedure for both Agreements but there are certain 
important differences of detail between the two. 


Delivery Periods 


The timing of operations under the Agreements will date from 
the issue by the United States Government of purchase authorizations 
for the raw cotton. These authorizations (hereinafter referred to as 
‘P.A.s’) are expected to be issued in the course of a few weeks, when 
a further announcement will be mado. 

In the case of Burma the delivery period for the textiles will be 
five months, and for the raw cotton nine months, from the date of 
issue of the P.A. But imports of raw cotton may not begin until 
textiles of corresponding value have been shipped to Burma 

In the case of Indonesia the periods will be six months for the 
delivery of the textiles and eight months for the shipment of the 
cotton from the date of issue of the P.A. Imports of the cotton may 
not begin until textiles of corresponding value have been sold and 
covered by letters of credit opened by importers in Indonesia. 


Procedure for Exports of Textiles 


To Burma 

The first step will be for the Burmese Government to issue import 
licences to private importers in Burma. These licences will permit 
the import of any of the goods specified in the list at the foot of this 
notice, subject to the maximum proportions indicated for certain 


items. The Burmese importers will then place orders with exporters 
of their choice in the United Kingdom. Contract terms may be 
freely negotiated between the two parties except that the following 
provisions must in all cases be included: 


(a) all contract prices to be expressed in Kyat and on a c.i.f. 
basis; 

(b) the textiles to be shipped not later than 5 months after the 
date of issue of the P.A. for the cotton; 

(c) any claims in respect of deficiency in quantity or quality 
of the textiles to be settled by negotiation between the 
parties in accordance with the normal commercial practice. 


As soon as a contract has been made the Burmese importer will 
open a Kyat letter of credit through the State Commercial Bank, 
Rangoon, with the Chartered Bank, Manchester, in favour of the 
United Kingdom exporter. Contracting for the textiles and opening 
of the relevant credits must be completed not later than 4 months 
after the date of issue of the P.A. 


When the exporter has shipped the textiles he will present the 
appropriate documents, including a draft against the Kyat letter of 
credit, to the Chartered Bank from whom he will receive a provisional 
payment in sterling. The provisional payment will be the sterling 
equivalent of the Kyat letter o. credit less a small percentage deduction 
(to be determined by the Bank). A final settlement (which may involve 
a debit or credit to the exporter) will be made when the Chartered 
Bank has received the proceeds of the raw cotton imports, taking 
account of interest charges in respect of the provisional payment and 
any other expenses payable by the exporter to the Bank. 


To Indonesia 


The first step will be for United Kingdom exporters to arrange 
provisional contracts with importers in Indonesia (who must be 
Indonesian nationals) for the sale of cotton yarn, sewing thread or 
piece goods. The importer will then apply to the Indonesian Govern- 
ment for an import licence to cover the provisional contract. (The 
application must be accompanied by a sample which, in the case of 
piece goods, must be 20 ins. by 20 ins.) If the licence is granted the 
contract will be confirmed and the importer will, within two weeks, 
open an irrevocable letter of credit in sterling through the Bank of 
Indonesia with the Chartered Bank in favour of the exporter. 


The rate of exchange to be used for all transactions in textiles is 
$2-80=£1=Indonesian rupiahs 31°92. Contract terms may be 
freely negotiated between the importers and exporters except that the 
following provisions must in all cases be included: 


(a) all contract prices to be expressed in sterling and on a cost 
and freight basis; 

(b) all textiles to be shipped not later than six months after the 
date of issue of the P.A. for raw cotton; 

(c) any claims in respect of deficiency in quantity or quality 
of the textiles to be settled by negotiation between the 
parties in accordance with the normal commercial practice. 


When the exporter has shipped the textiles he will present the 
appropriate documents including a draft against the sterling letter 
of credit to the Chartered Bank from whom he will receive a 
provisional payment of the amount of the letter of credit, less a small 
percentage deduction (to be determined by the Bank). A final settle- 
ment (which may involve a debit or credit to the exporter) will be made 
when the Chartered Bank has received the proceeds of the raw cotton 
imports, taking account of interest charges in respect of the provisional 
payment and any other expenses payable by the exporter to the Bank. 


Exporters should know that if the total value of contracts made 
between United Kingdom exporters and Indonesian importers 
within three months from the date of issue of the P.A. for the cotton 
were less than $750,000, the Indonesian Government would have 
the right to cancel the balance of the total of $3 million under the 
Agreement. 


Covenant to be Entered into by Exporters 


As the Agreements have been made between Governments 
although the business is to be conducted through private trade 
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channels, Her Majesty’s Government has had to give certain under- 
takings to the Governments of Burma and Indonesia on behalf of 
the United Kingdom traders who participate in the business, For 
this reason every exporter wishing to do business under the Agree- 
ments will be required to enter into a Deed of Covenant with the 
Board of Trade whereby he will undertake: 

(a) to make his contracts for the sale of textiles in accordance 
with the conditions laid down for business under the 
Agreements; 
to replace any goods deficient in quality and to make up any 
deficiencies in or failure to deliver the goods contracted for; 
(c) to indemnify H.M.G, against any substantiated claims by 
the Governments of Burma or Indonesia in respect of 
deficiencies in or failure to deliver the goods contracted for; 
if so directed by the Board of Trade, to arrange for the 
import under the P.A. of sufficient raw cotton to balance 
the value of the textiles exported by him; 

(e) to make no claims against H.M.G. in respect of any transac- 
tions under the Agreements. 


A separate covenant will be required for business under each of 
the two Agreements, Copies will be obtainable in due course from 
the Chartered Bank and will have to be signed and deposited with 
the Bank by the exporter before he can accept any letters of credit 
from textile importers in Burma or Indonesia. In the meantime 
drafts of the deeds are available for inspection at the branches of 
the Chartered Bank in Manchester, Liverpool and London. 

The undertaking to import raw cotton will involve the exporter 
in only a contingent liability. It is the intention of the Board of Trade 
as soon as practicable to instruct all United Kingdom importers 
of United States cotton that all their purchases which are eligible 
for import under either of the relevant P.A.s must be placed against 
one or other of those P.A.s and arranged in accordance with the 
appropriate procedure. Thus, sufficient cotton may be imported 
under the P.A.s to balance fully the value of the textiles exported. 
If, however, it happened that by a date one month before the end 
of the period allowed for purchasing the cotton under either P.A. 
the value of contracts placed under that P.A. were less than the value 
of the textiles which had been exported to the country concerned, 
the Board of Trade would call upon the exporters concerned to 
arrange forthwith the import of their individual shares of the out- 
standing balance of the cotton. The individual exporter’s share of 
the balance would be calculated in proportion to the value of his share 
of the total textiles supplied. It should be noted that an exporter who 
had previously arranged imports of cotton under the P.A. for the 
specific purpose of balancing his sales of textiles would receive 
credit for these imports in the above calculation; and if the value 
of his cotton imports were as great as the value of his textile exports 
he would thereby have discharged his obligation in full and would 
not be required to arrange any further imports of cotton. A textile 
exporter could discharge his obligation either by importing the 
cotton himself or by making a specific agreement with another person 
whereby the latter would import the cotton and register the transac- 
tion to the credit of the exporter. 

The amount of cotton required to be imported in order to balance 
a particular export of textiles would be calculated as a dollar value 
obtained: 


in the case of Burma, by converting the Kyat value of the 
textiles at the same Dollar/Kyat rate of exchange that was used 
for the issue of the Burmese import licences and the opening 
of the Kyat letters of credit (the precise rate is not yet known). 

in the case of Indonesia, by converting the sterling value 
of the textiles at the rate of £1=$2-80. 


Imports of Raw Cotton 
The United States Government will shortly issue P.A.s under 
which the United Kingdom will be able to import raw cotton from

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the United States to the same value as the value of the textiles exported 
to Burma and Indonesia under the Agreements. 

It will not however be possible for United Kingdom cotton 
importers in general to start placing contracts under the P.A.s as 
soon as they are issued. It is a condition of the Agreements that no 
cotton should be imported under the relevant P.A. until a corres- 
ponding value of textiles has been shipped (in the case of Burma) 
or contracted for and covered by letters of credit opened by the 
buyers (in the case of Indonesia). It will therefore be necessary to 
wait until a substantial proportion of textiles has been sold in each 


not however apply to contracts which may be placed for cotton for 
the specific purpose of balancing a particular sale of textiles. ‘Textile 
exporters will know as soon as they have made a sale under either 
Agreement the latest date by which they will have shipped the textiles 
or received their letter of credit, as the case may be, and they will be 
able, if they wish, to arrange at once for the corresponding amount 
of cotton to be bought under the P.A. for delivery after that date and 
before the final delivery date specified in the P.A. 

Importers buying cotton under the P.A. will place contracts with 
United States shippers of their choice in the ordinary way except 
that they will have to observe certain requirements of the United 
States authorities in regard to terms of contracts, notification and 
settlement of claims, etc. (These requirements are described in a 
notice issued to all holders of licences to import dollar cotton and 
are also annexed to the covenant referred to above). 


All contracts made for the import of raw cotton must be notified 
at once in writing to the Liverpool branch of the Chartered Bank 
(28 Derby House, Exchange Buildings, Liverpool, 2). If the contract 
has been made by a textile exporter in order to balance his textile 
export this fact should be stated in the notification. Similarly, if it 
has been made by another person in pursuance of a specific agreement 
with a textile exporter, the facts should be stated. 

When a contract has been made the importer will open a dollar 
letter of credit through the Chartered Bank with a designated United 
States bank in favour of the United States shi . When the cotton 
is imported he will make his payment to the Bank. The 
United States shipper will receive payment at the time of shipment 
from the United States Commodity Credit Corporation through the 
designated United States bank on Presentation of the appropriate 
documents together with a draft against the dollar letter of credit.

Thursday July 12 


Imports and Exports of Barley 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked what was the average value per ton of home-grown barley 
exported since August 1, 1955; and what was the average value per 
ton of barley imported since August 1955. 

He replied that the average values were £25 18s. Od. f.o.b. for 
exports and £24 6s. Od. c.i.f. for imports in the period August 1955 
to May 1956, 


Import Quotas for Raw Materials 


Asked what raw material imports from European countries were 
still restricted by quota, the President said: ‘Pulp and paper making 
materials and leather.’ 


Exports of Woollen Textiles 


Figures of woollen textiles exported to Czechoslovakia in the years 
1950, 1951, 1952, 1953, 1954, 1955, and the estimated figure for 
1956 were given as follows in the Official Report:

Pishions for 1950 are not available on a comparable basis with those for 
later years. 

It is not practicable at this stage to estimate the figure for 1956. A simple 
projection of the rate for the first five months would not be realistic. 











The President was asked to state what the quota of exports of 
woollen textiles would be in value to Australia for the third quarter 
of this year compared with the March and June quarters of 1956. 

He said that on the basis of past trade, it was estimated that licences 
to the value of about £170,000 might be used in the present quarter, 
representing a reduction of about 25 per cent. on the level of the two 
previous quarters. 


Resilience of Wool Textile Industry 


The President was asked if he was aware that Australian import 
quotas for wool cloth from Great Britain for the third quarter of this 
year were to be reduced; and what alternative proposals he had for 
maintaining the level of exports in wool cloth which were essential 
to the woollen textile trade. 


The President replied that the wool textile industry had already 
shown great resilience in the face of changing conditions in its overseas 
markets. All the services of his Department were available to assist 
the industry in the further developments of its exports. 


Balance of Payments Difficulties 


A Member asked the President if he was aware that the Australian 
Government had secured an improvement in their balance of pay- 
ments problem mainly by introducing a system of import restrictions; 
and whether he would ascertain details of how their system operated 
with a view to introducing a similar system into this country. 

He replied that the problems facing Australia and the United 
Kingdom were in certain respects very different. Her Majesty’s 
Government were satisfied that an extension of import controls would 
— inadequate method of dealing with our balance of payments 
difficulties. 


Duty on Textiles from India and Hong Kong 


A Member asked what quotas, tariffs or other defences were 
imposed by the United Kingdom against rayon, rayon goods or other 
man-made fibres coming from India or Hong Kong. 

The President stated that imports of Indian or Hong Kong goods 
containing rayon or other man-made fibres were, in general, liable 
to duty at five-sixths of the full rates of the silk and artificial silk 
duties. No quotas or other restrictions were imposed on these imports. 


Exports of Motor Cars 


Asked what steps he was taking to seek the removal of obstacles 
to British motor-car exports in overseas markets, the President said 
that many countries admitted British cars without restrictions. In 
recent negotiations with countries which did impose quota restrictions 
H.M. Government had secured increased quotas for our motor cars 
from Finland, France, Italy and Norway. Tariff concessions for our 
motor cars were also obtained at the recent G.A.T.T. tariff negotia- 
tions in Geneva. 


Car Imports from Dollar Areas 


The President was asked if he would give the numbers of American 
cars, and the dollar costs involved, which had been imported into 
this country in each of the years from 1951; and whether, during the 
period of our balance of payments problem and the present recession 
in the British motor-car industry, he would ban the import of such 
vehicles. 

The President replied that imports of cars for general sale from the 
United States of America and Canada together were limited by quota 
to 650 a year. He did not consider that it would be to our ultimate 
advantage to withdraw that facility from the United States, a country 
to which our own industry exported about 20,000 cars a year.

First Meeting of Tin Council 


The President said that the first meeting of the International Tin 
Council was mainly concerned with matters of internal organization. 
The Council, however, considered the expected position of the world 
tin industry and concluded that estimates of supply and demand 
indicated an approximate balance during 1956. 

The Council also fixed September 15 as the date upon which initial 
contributions from producing countries to the buffer stock of tin 
and cash should become due. The producing countries indicated 
their intention of making their contributions mainly in cash. The 
International Tin Agreement provided for the buffer stock to buy 
and sell tin at certain price levels in order to stabilize the price.

Trade Delegation from U.S.S.R. 

A delegation of Russian experts, led-by Mr : ee a Deputy 
Chairman of the Council of Minister of the U.S.S .R., had now 
arrived in this country, the stated. He had already had a 
useful exchange ef views with Mr. Malyshev about the Soviet pur- 
chasing programme submitted during the visit of Mr. Bulganin and 
Mr. Khrushchev. H.M. Government were arranging a programme of 
visits to factories, and they would show Mr. Malyshev that the 
possibilities were there for a large increase im Soviet purchases: of 
United Kingdom goods.

Imports of Spring Clip Knives 

A questioner asked whether the President was aware that there 
was a growing concern about the open sale in Leicester, London, and 
elsewhere, of spring-clip knives, many of which were imported from 
abroad; and whether he would now take steps to stop these imports. 

The President said that as he explained to the questioner on July 28 
last, this problem could not, in his judgment, be dealt with by a control 
on imports. 


Trade in Pottery with West Germany 


Asked to state what was the value of the imports into Britain from 
Western Germany of pottery figures for the past 12 months, and what 
was the value of the quota for British exports to Western Germany of 
similar articles, the President replied that imports of pottery figures 
were not separately specified in the United Kingdom Trade Accounts. 
As regarded the second part of the Question, imports of pottery 
figures into Western Germany were free from quota restriction. 


Figures of Potato Imports 


Asked if he would make the figures of potato imports available 
privately, on a weekly basis, to the Potato Marketing Board, the 
President said such information as was available to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food about imports of potatoes under 
open individual licences was already passed weekly to the Potato 
Marketing Board; further details of arrivals and expected arrivals 
based on information from the trade were published weekly in various 
trade publications, 


Motor Vehicle Exports

The President told a questioner it was estimated there were about 
42,000 fully automatic looms, about 14 per cent. of those installed, 


weaving cotton, rayon and mixture fabrics in the Lancashire area.

The President was asked to state the quantities of raw cotton, and 
the percentage of the total, imported from each principal colonial 
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supplying area, from the United States of America, Egypt, the

British Overseas Cottons Ltd. 


Asked if he would state, for each trading year up to the latest 
date; the final realised figures for turnover and net payments, to and 
from the Exchequer, of British Overseas Cotton Limited, the President 
replied that British Overseas Cotton Ltd. went into voluntary 
liquidation in 1953. Figures for turnover and net payments to and 
from the Exchequer for each trading year to July 31, 1952, were 
given in reply to the same Member’s question on July 14, 1953. 
During the period August 1, 1952 to August 4, 1953, at which date 
the company ceased trading, the turnover was £64,783 and a net 
payment of £10,308 was received from the Exchequer. 


Cotton Spinning Re-equipment Subsidy Act 


The President was asked to give the final figures showing the 
operation of the Cotton Spinning Re-equipment Subsidy Act, 1948, 
in terms of the number of groups, the number of mills, the percentage 
of the mule equivalent spindles represented by them, the total cost 
of modernization, and the total subsidy paid. 

The President said that subsidy payments were made to 26 groups 
in respect of re-equipment affecting 146 mills and 12 million mule 
equivalent spindles. These spindles represented 30 per cent. of the 
mule equivalent spindles installed in the industry as a whole at 
August 15, 1945. The total cost of modernization on which subsidy 
was claimed was £11,900,000 and the total subsidy paid £2,800,000 


Home-produced Machinery for Cotton Industry 
The President was asked for figures, in continuation of those 
given by him on July 13, 1953, showing deliveries to the cotton 
industry of home-produced machinery for spinning and _ allied 
processes and for weaving, respectively, to the latest available date. 
The figures given in reply are as follows:

United States Cotton in Payment for Exports of Piece-goods 


The President stated that under the Agreement made with Pakistan 
in April 1955, cotton textiles to a value of some $5 million had been 
supplied to Pakistan by the United Kingdom. United States raw 
cotton to a total of about $4-3 million had been contracted for in 
payment for these textiles, and the balance had to be bought by 
September 15. 

Similar agreements for the supply of cotton textiles to Burma and 
Indonesia, as well as some additional textiles to Pakistan, had recently 
been concluded. Payment would again be taken in United States 
raw cotton of equivalent value. 

The administrative arrangements for the original Pakistan deal 
were dealt with in a notice in the Board of Trade Journal of May 
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7, 1955, and those for the additional Pakistan business in a memo- 
randum circulated to the trade. 

He was satisfied that these arrangements afforded the cotton textile 
industry an opportunity of export business which would not otherwise 
be available.

Raw Cotton from United States 


Asked to state the quantity and value of United States raw cotton 
supplied to this country in each recent year, either for sterling or 
under any other special arrangement which obviated the need for 
payment in dollars, the President said that the United States 
Government had provided aid to the United Kingdom under the 
Mutual Security Acts in the form of reimbursement of the dollar 
cost of part of the United Kingdom’s imports of United States raw 
cotton to the following extent:

During the past year the United States Government had also, as 
part of a grant of aid to Pakistan, made United States raw cotton 
available to the United Kingdom in payment for cotton yarn and 
textiles supplied to Pakistan under the United Kingdom/Pakistan 
Agreement of April 29, 1955. The value of United States cotton 
which had so far been contracted for under these arrangements was 
approximately $4-3 m., of which about $690,000 had been shipped. 

Figures of the quantities of cotton represented by the above values 
could not be obtained without a disproportionate expenditure of 
time and labour, the President added. 


China Trade 


The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs was asked what discus- 
sions had now taken place in the China Committee of the Paris 
Consultative Group on the ending of bans on trade with China, and 
whether he would now state the present position regarding the bans 
which had been lifted or retained by Great Britain. 

The Joint Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Dodds- 
Parker, replied that no actual discussion on the ending of bans on 
trade with China had taken place in the China Committee. The China 
Committee was kept currently informed, however, of the use which 
the United Kingdom and other member countries made of the 
exceptions procedure to allow exports of controlled items in appropriate 
cases. The present position concerning the United Kingdom ad- 
ministration of the China trade controls remained as described on 
May 14. 


Tuesday July 17 
Location of Industries 


A Member asked for a statement of the principle or principles 
on which the President acts in the allocation and fostering of light 
and heavy industries, respectively; and, in particular, whether he 
takes into account their distance from the centres requiring their 
products and the freight charges involved. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, replied that the Board had no powers to direct an 
industrialist to a particular location, but had the power to withhold 
an Industrial Development Certificate. This gave the Board the 
opportunity to discuss with an industrialist his proposal for a new 
factory or extension and to suggest localities where there was a need 
for new industry, bearing in mind all relevant location factors. 


Motor-car Trade with France 


Asked if he would give the figures of the current reciprocal agree- 
ment between France and the United Kingdom relating to the exports 
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and imports of motor cars, and state what dependent territories are 
covered by the agreement, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, 

Mr. A. R. W. Low, said it was not normal practice to reveal publicly 
details of the quotas agreed upon in bilateral trace negotiations; 

interested United Kingdom exporters are, of course, kept fully 
informed of the export opportunities secured in such negotiations. An 
increase in the quota for United Kingdom motor cars imported into 
France and the territories of the French Union, and for French cars 
imported into the United Kingdom, was negotiated at the beginning 
of this year. Imports of United Kingdom cars into Algeria, Morocco, 
Tunisia and the French dependent territories were included in the 
arrangements then made. 


Egyptian Trade Mission 


Mr. Low told a questioner: ‘We welcome the Egyptian Trade 
Mission which is headed by the Minister of Commerce and arrived 
on July 8.’ The Mission’s purpose was to foster the expansion of 
trade between Egypt and the United Kingdom, as was the purpose 
of the 1955 British Trade Mission to Egypt. They would be meeting 
businessmen concerned in trade with Egypt in London, Lancashire 
and Scotland. The President of the Board of Trade and the Minister 
of State had had talks with the Mission and would be meeting them 
again before they left. They had also met the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food (Mr. Harmar Nicholls). 


Exports of Hosiery and Woollen Goods 


Asked what action was proposed to assist the hosiery and woollen 
goods industry to increase their exports, Mr. Low said the exporters 
of hosiery and knitwear were served by an active Export Group, which 
was in close touch with the Board of Trade on day-to-day problems 
affecting particular markets, All the services of information, help and 
advice provided by the Board of Trade and overseas officers for 
exporters generally were, of course, available to the industry; y har _— 
the facilities for export credit insurance offered by the Export C 
Guarantee Department. 


Recession in Motor Industry 


Asked how many firms in the South Wales Development Area 
were now affected by the recession in the motor industry, and what 
steps were being taken to provide these firms with alternative orders 
to avoid short-time working and unemployment, Mr. Derek Walker- 
Smith said the Board knew of about a dozen establishments manu- 
facturing motor car components where some short-time working or 
redundancy had occurred. These establishments were widely spread 
over the Development Area. The Board of Trade were not in a position 
to provide alternative orders, but where Government contracts were 
put out to competitive tender the usual arrangements applied whereby, 
other things being equal, tenders from firms in Development Areas 
were given preference. 


Lorries for China 


Mr. Low announced that since the beginning of this year applica- 
tions had been received for the export of 120 lorries to China. All 
had been approved. 


Export of Tyres to Communist Countries 


Mr. Low stated that the export to the Soviet bloc of certain special- 
ized heavy tyres with potential military uses was subject to 
The details were published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 
16, 1954. As to China, all types of tyres, other than those used for 
pedal cycles and scooters, were subject to embargo but applications 
for export licences would be examined on their merits under the 
exceptions procedure. As regarded the relaxation of the controls, he 
referred to the replies given on May 14 by the Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs.

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United Kingdom Passenger Movement and Migration | 





Continental Traffic Continues to Rise 


IN THE FIRST quarter of 1956, 1-1 million passengers entered and 
left the United Kingdom, an increase of 19 per cent. over the first 
quarter of last year. Some of this increase is because Easter was earlier 
this year, and many Easter holidaymakers travelled in March, 
particularly on the Continental, Irish and Channel Islands routes. 

Although more passengers travel by sea than by air, the proportion 
of air traffic has increased each year, and in the first quarter of 1956 
was 41 per cent. of the total; air traffic in the first three months rose 
by 23 per cent. compared with the same months last year, and sea 
traffic by 17 per cent. 


Continental Countries 


Passengers numbering 649,000 travelled on the Continental routes 
in the first quarter of 1956, both sea and air traffic being about 20 per 
cent. higher than in the first quarter last year. Much of the increase in 
sea traffic took place through Dover. About half of the Continental 
passengers on the sea routes travel through France to their ultimate 
destination ; outward traffic to France rose by 32 per cent. in the first 
quarter compared with a year ago, but the greatest proportionate 
increase was of 78 per cent, to Belgium. Many of the outwards 
passengers were United Kingdom residents taking their Easter

holidays in Europe. Inwards traffic from French parts to the United 
Kingdom rose by 11 per cent., and from Belgian parts by 22 per cent. 
British vessels carried 48 per cent. of the total passengers on the 
Continental sea routes in the first quarter this year compared with 
56 per cent. in the first quarter last year. 


Irish Republic and Channel Islands 


Total passenger movement between the United Kingdom and 
Irish Republic in the first quarter was 25 per cent. higher than a year 
ago; passenger traffic by sea increased by 22 per cent., and air traffic 
by 36 per cent. 

The level of passenger movement with the Channel Islands is 
low in the first quarter of the year, and much of the 32 per cent. rise 
in passengers to the Channel Islands in the first quarter of this year 
can be attributed to the early Easter. Seventy per cent. of the total 
number of passengers travelled by air. 


Non-European Countries 


Total passenger movement between the United Kingdom and 
non-European countries rose by 9 per cent. in January-March 1956 
over the same months last year, most of this increase being in air 
traffic which was 21 per cent. higher, compared with a 2 per cent. rise 
in sea traffic. Slightly fewer passengers were carried across the North 
Atlantic by sea, but Australian sea traffic increased by 14 per cent.

Migration 

The decline in emigration direct by sea to non-European countries 
which has been apparent over the past few years did not continue into 
the first quarter of this year, when there were 4 per cent. more 
emigrants than in the first quarter last year; slightly more Common- 
wealth citizens emigrated to Australia, New Zealand and Canada. 


There were 10 per cent. fewer immigrants arriving on the long sea 
routes in the first quarter than a year ago. There was a marked decrease 
of 55 per cent. in the number of immigrants coming direct by sea 
from the British West Indies; but it should be remembered, that 
some migrants travel to the United Kingdom via the Continent, or by 
air, although there is no information about them comparable to that 
which is available on the long sea routes.

United Nations World Economic 
Survey 


From the United Nations Department of Economic and Social 
Affairs comes ‘World Economic Survey, 1955,’ as the eighth ina 
series of reviews of world economic conditions published by the 
United Nations. 

Part I of the survey this time complies with the request of the 
Economic and Social Council that the Secretariat should mark the 
Council’s tenth anniversary with special attention to developments 
during the past ten years. Chapters 1 and 2 accordingly review 
the growth of production and trade in the private-enterprise economies 
during the post-war decade, and Chapter 3 covers the same ground 
in the centrally planned economies. Drawing upon the analyses in 
these chapters, the survey examines some of the major problems of 
balanced growth encountered since the war. 

Part II similarly examines recent and current developments in 
the world economy, and assesses briefly the outlook at the beginning 
of 1956. This Part treats separately of industrial countries, ‘primary 
producing’ countries, and centrally planned economies. Sections under 
the first of these headings deal, for instance, with the United King- 
dom’s changes in investment expenditure and ‘intra-industry shifts 
of labour.’

Policy and Progress in Productivity 


A review of the work of the British Productivity Council since it 
was established in 1953, with particular reference to the period 
November 1955 to June 1956, is given in Policy and Progress 1955-6. 

An introduction to the booklet refers to the additional urgency 
given to the work of the Council by the results of restrictions on 
consumption and capital expenditure introduced to combat inflation.

A significant broadening of the scope of the work of the Council 
and local productivity committees, e.g. activities in agriculture, 
the distributive trades, office work, etc.

Office Management 


Two books in a new series on office management have been 
prepared jointly by the British Institute of Management and the 
Office Management Association and have been published by B.I.M., 
Management House, 8 Hill Street, London, W.1. 

The first, Invoicing Methods, (price 21s.) is based on research made 
possible by a grant from funds derived from United States Economic 
Aid and the publishers claim that it is the first comprehensive guide 
to methods of invoicing ever issued in this country. 

The book aims to serve both as a standard work of reference. for 
the specialist and student and as a guide to the general manager. It 
outlines all current methods of invoicing procedure ranging from the 
simplest manual to those involving the use of an electronic computer. 
The information is based on a framework of case studies drawn from 
all sizes of undertakings and supplied by firms well known in both 
the manufacturing and distributive fields, The text describes the 
various methods, examining their advantages and disadvantages and 
indicating the conditions for which they are most suitable. Case 
studies show in detail an actual application of each method discussed. 
Organizations supplying information range from manufacturers of 
confectionery, pharmaceutical and engineering products to publishers 
and film distributors. Nationalized industry is also represented. 

The second book in the series, Measuring of Work in the Office 
(price 4s.) surveys the means of measuring office work and outlines 
their scope and usefulness. 

An introductory chapter to the booklet lists six reasons which may 
make it desirable to measure office work. These are: to establish the 
time required to complete a given volume of work and the number 
of staff required; to allocate a full day’s work to each employee; to 
provide a standard against which actual performance can be com- 
pared; to provide the basis for a financial incentive; to permit the 
cost of office work to be determined; to assess the relative efficiency 
of different ways of doing a job. “To achieve the best results,’ says 
the booklet, ‘consideration should first be given to the way in which 
the job is done. . .” The close interrelationship which exists between 
measuring work and determining the best method of doing it has 
been very fully developed elsewhere under the generic title of 
‘work study.’ 

Sections of the booklet are devoted to methods of measurement by 
simple timing, averaging and opr sampling with a note on 

aids to measurement. A chapter on more formal techniques 
discusses measurement by time study and by synthesis from elemental 
data. An appendix presents a mathematical formula for the application 
of activity sampling and a bibliography lists some forty books and 
magazine articles on the measuring of work and on related subjects.

How to Make Good in Mexico’s Expanding 
Market 


‘British Exporters are Missing Great Chances in Mexico’ was the heading and principal theme of an article in the Board 
of Trade Journal on December 17 last, by the Commercial Secretariat of the British Embassy in Mexico City. The article 
below describes how one British firm has profitably seized its chances, and how others may follow suit if they wish.

UNTIL VERY RECENTLY our sales ‘in the Mexican Republic have 
been very small indeed, and our knowledge of Mexico and its 
potentialities as a market was limited. Now after two years of active 
participation we have had sufficient turnover to justify our looking 
to the future with a certain amount of optimism; at least we feel 
that as a company we can well afford to devote a great deal more 
attention to it, with the confidence that we will be amply rewarded. 
During the year 1955 the total sale of British electronic equipment 
showed a marked increase over previous years, and our own sales 
formed a large percentage of this increase. 

I well remember the preconceived impressions with which I first 
came to Mexico, in spite of listening to those people who were much 
better informed. The first was the fear of that great bogeyman, 
‘United States competition,’ and the second was the fear of bad 
debts. I now find — and I can speak from actual, practical experience — 
that in both cases my fears were exaggerated. 

In the first place I found that the United States manufacturer did 
not have the same range of sets as ourselves, and it is still a definite 
sales advantage to be selling a British or European product. (Actually, 
our strongest competition in the domestic field is from Europe.) 
There is no doubt at all that, in the field of operation in which the 
United States are strongest, i.e., in the single-band radios and tele- 
vision receivers, the United States competition is very strong indeed, 
but also in this field each United States company is competing with 
its neighbour and faces the same difficulties as ourselves. However, 
the United States is much nearer to Mexico, and this presents more 
serious — certainly not insoluble — problems that have to be overcome. 

As regards payments, this is a matter of common sense and normal 
business procedure; there are many good honest traders in Mexico, 
a few who should be avoided, and, between these, some with whom 
one deals cautiously. In fact, it is just like England and anywhere else. 


‘Let-downs on Delivery are Unforgivable’ 


We entered this market at a time when our home demand was in 
excess of what we could supply, which of course meant that deliveries 
of essential components (all domestic radios and TV’s have to be 
assembled locally) were correspondingly bad. We had to take the 
attitude that as there had not been any of our products in Mexico 
for many years, a few more months one way or another couldn’t 
make all that difference. It would have been fatal to have made 
definite delivery promises that would not have been fulfilled. From 
an English company, particularly, let-downs on delivery promises are 
unforgivable. We had therefore to plan further ahead for our sales. 
Once this point was appreciated, then the length of time the goods 
take to get here from the United Kingdom — because of (a) our 
deliveries, (b) the very poor shipping service from United Kingdom 
ports ~ was accepted also. 

Again, the same problem of deliveries and shipping time was 
experienced with our more specialized products, and here again the 
shipping time alone puts a British company at a definite disadvantage 
to its United States competitor just across the border. What had to 
be done was to ensure that ample stocks of the basic equipments 
were always in stock in Mexico, and that orders were placed on the 
factory in anticipation of firm orders being placed by the final user. 
On some occasions it was necessary to send some equipment on 


consignment, and on each occasion that this was done the equipment 
was invoiced and paid for very soon after its arrival. 


Supplies of Spare Parts Essential 


The most important point when selling technical equipment in 
Mexico is that it is absolutely essential to have sufficient spare parts 
available in the country for the products that are being sold. In our 
particular case we found that the only components that were not 
readily available in Mexico or the United States were the valves, 
and by close co-operation with our valve sources in the United 
Kingdom, we made sure that a very large stock was kept in Mexico, 
and readily available in the United States. It is impossible to stress 
sufficiently the necessity of having an available local source of stock 
of any component that is non-standard with those supplied by the 
United States. 

Good after-sales service is demanded and must be given, and 
naturally it is a distinct advantage to have one’s own engineer on 
the spot to supervise the servicing, and to train the local personnel. 


Regular deliveries, ample stocks, adequate spare parts and after- 
sales service put a British company in at least as strong a position to 
compete as any United States or European company. 

Once this fundamental approach had been realized by us, then the 
method of introducing our range of goods on the Mexican market 
proved to be pretty much the same as in any other country. Adver- 
tising, of course, should be related to turnover, although at the outset 
some extra effort has to be put in, in order to introduce a new trade- 
mark, This extra effort need not necessarily be in advertising, but 
can be in direct approach to the potential users, as in the case of the 
more specialized equipment and to the trade where domestic products 
are involved. We adopted a compromise between these two forms of 
general sales promotion. 


Other Golden Rules 


There were certainly some other very important factors that had 
to be taken into consideration. For example, it is imperative that all 
sales literature should be in the Spanish language, and the Mexican 
idiom, and there are a number of experienced and reliable advertising 
agents in the country who can and do advise on these matters. 

There are a number of different methods by which we could have 
entered the Mexican market, and all have been proved effective by 
United States, European and British companies. The first is to set 
up one’s own company with one’s own capital, the second with local 
capital in a joint partnership, and the third, most common to those 
dealing in overseas markets, is to select distributors. We decided 
upon a compromise between the two latter methods, and to have 
our own representative residing in the country to supervise the 
operations. 

The method of approach in initiating the business and the selection 
of people to work with is again common sense. First, it is a matter 
of leg-work, in that one should get to know as quickly as possible as 
many people operating in the particular line of business in which one 
is entering. A tremendous amount of help was given to me, and I 
understand is given to everyone else if they ask for it, by the Com- 
mercial Section of the British Embassy and the British Chamber of 
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Commerce. The British Chamber of Commerce also acts as a repre- 
sentative of the F.B.I. Both of these bodies are able to introduce 
one very easily to the main operators in all types of business and 
have acquired a great deal of reliable statistics relating to all types of 
businesses in Mexico. Furnished with this information, it is then 
only a matter of deciding whether or not one’s goods are going to be 
acceptable, what is the right method, who are the right people to 
handle them, and what sort of support one’s company can afford 
to give. 

I have often been asked what constructive proposals I could give 
in order to help other people visiting Mexico with the idea of 
developing a market for their products here. The first thing the 
interested party should do is to visit the Board of Trade and the 
F.B.I. in London, where it is possible to unearth a wealth of informa- 
tion which will help one decide in which manner the business can 
be developed, and then come and spend some time in the country 
(two or three days en route to South America is insufficient). With 
maybe a minimum of modification to one’s products and a flexible 
approach to the various problems prevailing, good business can be 
and is being done. 


Mexico is a good expanding dollar market and one that deserves a 
great deal of attention. 


British Chamber of Commerce in Mexico 
Looks Ahead Confidently 


The British Chamber of Commerce in Mexico, whose address is 
San juan de Letran 21, Office 700, Mexico D.F. (P.O. Box 900), 
publish a monthly review called Intercambio which includes, in 
English, ‘Mexican Trade Newsletter — a Guide for British Exporters,’ 
and relevant articles in Spanish. 

A recent issue of Intercambio, just received in London, has this to 
say about Mexican trade in the first quarter of the year and in times 
ahead: 


‘Preliminary reports by the Economic Research Department of the 
Banco de Mexico (Mexican Central Bank), show that during December 
1955 and January and February 1956, Mexico had a favourable result in 
her trade with the outside world for the first time since 1952. Exports, 
particularly of cotton and coffee, reached record levels and — and this is the 
most encouraging aspect ~ imports did not contract but were considerably 
expanded in comparison with the same period for 1955. 

‘Perhaps, indeed, the most essential fact to realise about Mexico today is 
that it is a rapidly expanding economy. This rapid expansion necessarily 
brings with it the attendant perils of inflationary tendencies and strains on 
the strength of the currency. However, as both the Minister of Finance 
and the Director of the Bank of Mexico recently affirmed at the 22nd 
National Bankers Convention in Acapulco, Mexican reserves of gold and 
foreign currency were, at the end of 1955, at a record high level. The figure 
quoted then was United States $410 million, and it is believed that United 
States $500 million was touched shortly after the end of last year. 

‘The signs are all healthy. Employment is increasing and productivity is 
said to be higher than ever before. Investment is proceeding at a rate of 
14 per cent. of national production, which means that the country’s eye is 
on the future. It should not be thought, either, that consumption is lagging 
behind. The Mexican masses — the population has now reached the figure 
of 30 million — are probably enjoying a higher standard of living than ever 
before. 

‘Any consideration by foreign exporters of Mexico as a market for their 
goods must be dominated by an understanding that it is in the future that 
the market will really achieve significant proportions. Today the Government 
and people of this Republic have set their sights on industrialization, But 
agriculture is not being forgotten, as will be seen by the valuable and 
detailed report in this number of Jntercambio, written by the Commercial 
Counsellor of the British Embassy, Mr. R. G. Stone, after a second trip 
to the fabulous new agricultural and industrial wonderland of the North- 
West.’ 





Forest Products Research 1955 surveys the work of the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory at Princes Risborough during the 
year. The report states that there have been no significant changes in 
the trend of work. The principal efforts of the Laboratory have been 
directed to testing and assessing new colonial and home-grown 
timbers. Surveys of the uses of timber in various industries have 
been made and reports prepared.

Australia and West Germany 


AN AGREED MINUTE on trade relations for the period from July 1, 
1956, to June 30, 1957, was signed in Bonn on May 28, by Australia 
and Western Germany, and published in the German Federal Gazette 
on June 12. 

Quotas were established for Australian foodstuffs, the import of 
which into Germany is subject to quantitative restrictions. These 
include wheat, grain for fodder purposes and industrial processing, 
meat extracts, eggs and honey. 


Australian imports from Western Germany will continue on the 
existing basis.

Italy and Nicaragua 


THE COMPENSATION agreement between Italy and Nicaragua, 
which was signed on November 12, 1952, has been denounced with 
effect from June 1, 1956. In consequence of this denunciation trade 
between the two countries will be regulated from that date in free 
exchange or private compensation. 


Uruguay and Yugoslavia 


THE COMMERCIAL TREATY and the Payments Agreement between 
Uruguay and Yugoslavia, which were signed on May 20, 1955, were 
denounced by the Uruguayan Government on May 8, 1956, but will 
continue in force until August 8, 1956. (See Board of Trade Journal 
of June 25, 1955, page 1367.) 


West Germany and Turkey 


THE FULL TEXT of three protocols on trade and payments negotia- 
tions held in Bonn between Western Germany and Turkey in March 
and April this year was published in the German Federal Gazette 
on June 20. 

It was agreed that 40 per cent. of the proceeds of imports of 
Turkish grain and 25 per cent. of the proceeds of imports of other 
goods into Germany would be used to reduce Turkish transfer 
arrears vis-a-vis Germany.

The increased duties became effective as from May 9, 
the date on which the Notice of Motion relating to them was tabled in the House of Assembly (see Board of Trade Journal of May 26, 
page 767); decreased duties became effective from the date of the promulgation of the Act.

Textiles Section 


The South African Customs Amendment Act also provides for the amendment of one of the most complicated sections of the Customs 
Tariff, namely that dealing with textiles. The amendments embody a logical grouping together, in one item, of textiles of like fibres from 
the raw material to the finished piece-goods, e.g., cotton in item 76, wool and hair in item 77, man made fibres in item 78, jute and hemp 
in item 79 and all other in item 80. The consequential re-arrangement of the rates of duty now include in the substantive duties the present 
operative suspended and some special suspended duties (i.e. all the suspended duties shown are inoperative). However, apart from the 
changes of duties announced in the Notice of Motion tabled on May 9 (see Board of Trade Journal of May 26, page 767), the effective 
rates of duty remain the same and are set out below.

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Turnover Tax and Other Customs 
Tariff Changes 


THE TEXT of a draft Greek tariff law amending forthwith the Greek 
Customs Tariff is given below: 


A turnover tax of 6 per cent. shall be levied on silver and alloys thereof 
imported from abroad in ingots, plates, sheets or wire under Tariff No. 126. 


Arithmetical machines in general, such as adding machines, calculating 
machines, kkeeping machines, mechanical integrators of all kinds, etc., 
under Tariff No. 135 (a) 1 imported for business machine assemblies, shall 
be subject to the payment of a turnover tax of 3 per cent. and of the special 
tax of Article 17 of Decree 3092/954 of 0°75 per cent. 


Motor vehicles under Tariff No. 266 (a) ter shall be exempted from the

IN ADDITION to»normal trading quotas, the Australian licensing 
arrangements provide for a system of ‘manufacturing quotas,’ which 
are mainly in use for textile piece-goods imported into Australia for 
further processing. Although these quotas were not mentioned in 
the general notice. about further import restrictions (see Board of 
Trade Journal ot July 7, page 33, and July 14, page 92), it is intended 
that they will remain separate from normal. trading quotas. Con- 
sequently manufacturing quotas will be established if an Australian 
firm held a manufacturing quota as at June 25, 1956, and is able to 
establish a quota in Category B (2) for the July-September 1956 
quarter.

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EGYPT 
New Import Licensing Regulations 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received information from the British 
Embassy in Cairo that the Egyptian Minister of Fimance and Acting 
Minister of Commerce has announced his import licensing plans for 
the three months ending September 30. These are as follows: 

(a) Importation of goods of types similar to locally made goods will 
be restricted to amounts sufficient to cover the difference between 
quantities produced in Egypt and quantities required for local 
consumption. Items to be restricted include cotton textiles, chemical 
fertilizers, glass, soap, certain types of paper, footwear, and car 


tyres. 

(b) Import licences for July, August and September will be issued on 
the same basis as for the first half of 1956, each importer being 
allowed 20 per cent. of value of average imports during 1954 and 
1955 (subject to the restrictions mentioned in preceding and next 
paragraph). ‘ 

(c) During the three months, imports of private cars, radio sets, refrigera- 
tors, electric washing machines, cookers and heaters will remain 
temporarily suspended. The Minister stated that licences could, 
however, be granted for these items in accordance with regulations 
for investment of foreign capital in Egypt, that is if local proceeds 
were utilized for that purpose. Licences could also be issued for the 
same items if this did not entail transfer of foreign currency abroad. 

(d) The Minister will also consider allocating quotas to new, importers 
in accordance with their requirements.

THE IZMIR INTERNATIONAL FAIR is to be held this year as usual 
between August 20 and September 20. A British Pavilion is being 
organized by the British Chamber of Commerce of Turkey (see 
Board of Trade Journal of April 28, page 518, and of June 2, page 831). 

Early last month the Turkish Ministry of Economy and Commerce 
announced the quotas which have been allocated for the import of 
goods from various countries for exhibition at the 1956 Fair. The 
quota for goods from the United Kingdom is T.L.1,000,000. No 
announcement was, however, made about arrangements for the 
transfer of payment for the goods imported for the Fair. 

As a result of inquiries made by H.M. Embassy at Ankara, the 
Board of Trade have now been informed that the Turkish authorities 
do not intend to make foreign exchange available for payment of 
goods imported from O.E.E.C. countries for exhibition at the Fair. 
The Ministry of Economy and Commerce propose that payment for 
such goods should be made under existing arrangements with the 
various O.E.E.C. countries for the settlement of commercial debts 
already outstariding. United Kingdom exporters who have arranged 
to send goods to Turkey for the Fair should note that no arrangements 
have been agreed between the United Kingdom and Turkey covering 
the settlement of the commercial debts arising after January 17, 1955, 
and that accordingly no provision exists for payment by the method 
proposed by the Turkish authorities of sums due for United Kingdom 
goods imported into Turkey for exhibition at the Fair.
